Orders, and Regulations from time to time to 
repeal, or alter in ſuch manner as they or any 
Thirteen or more of them ſhall think proper: All 
which ſaid Rules, Orders, and Regulations ſhall 


be of the fame force and effect for the purpoſes 


thereby intended, as if the ſame were enacted in

and Overſeers of the Poor in general, that 


they do not obtain a competent knowledge 


of their duty until they are nearly out of 
office; and they are then induced to wiſh, 
that the knowledge which they have obtained 
by experience, could be communicated in a 
ſpeedy and compendious manner to their ſuc- 
ceſſors being fully convinced, that a com- 
munication thereof would tend to the better 
relief of the really diſtreſſed, the detection 
and diſcouragement of impoſtors and indolent 


perſons, and the reduction of the poors rate. 
With a view to effect theſe deſirable purpoſes, 


the following Hints and Cautions have been 
compiled; and arranged in ſuch a manner, as 
ſeemed moſt proper for conveying information 


to, and impreſſing conviction on, the minds 


of thoſe who may he Churchwardens or Over- 
leers of the Poor of theſe pariſhes ; and they

The principal part of an Overſeer's duty, 
is to relieve and protect ſuch of the poor az

unable to provide for them; he ſhould be 
ever ready to alleviate the misforttines of the

When applications are ada to the Church 
wardens and Overſeers of the Poor, by or on 
behalf of any perſon or perſons to be ſent int 
the workhouſe, or for other relief, it wil 


ſtantly on their guard againſt impoſition ; an 
to be particularly careful in diſtinguiſhing be 
tween the real object of charity and the im

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cordingly. While they do all they confifl- ; 1 
ently. can, in alleviating the diſtreſſes of the 1 
really deſerving, they will at the ſame time 
refle, that no practice is more common, than 

for idle and diffolute perſons to invent. ſpe- 

cious tales of diſtreſs, and put on various falſe 

appearances of miſery, for the purpoſe of 

exciting compaſſion, and thereby procuring 

the means of living in idleneſs: And it being 

a certain fact, that much the greater number 

of thoſe who pay poors rates, conſiſt of per- 

ſons who work hard to procure a maintenance 

for themſelves, the Officers will, of courſe, 

bear that fact in mind, when applications are 

made to them for relief out of the money 

raiſed by thoſe rates; and the natural reflec 

tion thereon will be, that nothing but the 

greateſt care and circumſpection, can prevent 
« the frugal and induſtrious from being bur- 
* thened with the maintenance of the idle 

* and profligate, which is an evil in ſociety - 
that can hardly be exceeded; for, not to 

mention the glaring injuſtice of ſuffering ſuch 

a caſe to happen, it is at the fame time a 

cruelty even ta the idle who receive the relief; 

as it ſtrengthens their habits, by encauraging 

hopes of dependance on the public for ſup- 

port, whenever they take a diflike to work ; 

and thereby the ambition they might other- 

Wie have, in ſupporting themſelves and their 

families by induſtry, is deſtroyed,

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For the above, among many other reaſons 
that might be urged, it is earneſtly recom- 
mended to the Officers, to conſider the work- 
houſe only as an aſylum - for the aged, for or- 
phans in an infant ſtate, for idiots, lunatics, 


and the lame, blind, fick, or otherwiſe infirm 


and diſeaſed perſons; and that no perſons who 
are able to earn a livelihood, or whoſe rela- 
tions are able and can be compelled to main- 
tain them, ſhould be admitted into or be per- 
mitted to remain therein. Such caſual pau- 
pers as have no ſettlement in theſe pariſhes, 


whom it may be neceſſary to relieve for a 


time, on account of ſudden illneſs, or other 
calamity, ſhould not be admitted without 


| making particular enquiry whether they are 


in a condition to be removed. to the places 
to which they belong. And, as too indiſcri- 
minate an admiſſion of perſons infected with 
the venereal diſtemper, would not only en- 


courage ſuch perſons to perſevere in a wicked 


and abandoned courſe of life, but be a temp 


tation to thoſe who contract that diſtemper in 
a ſtate of profligacy, to flock from all quarters, 
and procure a temporary reſidence in theſe 
pariſhes, with a view of being admitted into 
the workhouſe and cured—by which means 


the pariſhes would be continually infeſted

their bread, the pariſhes may be burthened 
FD with their maintenance for life. 


* 1 Perſons brought with paſſes, ſhould not

ing their ſettlement ; it being, in all caſes, 
neceſſary to aſcertain, without delay, where

reſidence, at a cheap rate, and without dif- 
ficulty, the Officers ſhould be particularly 
cautious in giving orders to the Midwife to | 
attend pregnant women. For, if ſuch orders 
are too eaſily obtained, it will be an en- 
couragement almoſt equal to the facility of 
procuring lodgings, for profligate women, who. 
have ſettlements elſewhere, to come into theſe 
pariſhes, to be delivered of baſtards ; and alſo 
for other poor women who have no ſettlements,

will be incurred; as in both caſes the chil. 
dren have no other than a ſettlement by their 


birth; and when their parents deſert them, or 


are incapable of maintaining them (circum- 
ſtances which very frequently happen) the ex. 


pence of their maintenance muſt fall upon 
the pariſhes. It is therefore recommended 
to the Officers not to give orders to the Mid. 
wife, (unleſs in caſes of abſolute neceſſity) 


without being ſatisfied that the perſons who 
may want her aſſiſtance, are married women 
belonging to theſe pariſhes, and in very poor 


circumſtances ; and it 1s alſo recommended to 
them, when applications for ſuch. orders are 


made, by or on behalf of women whom they 
may have reaſon to ſuſpect to be pregnant 
with children likely to be born baſtards, and 


who do not belong to the pariſhes, to ſend 


the meſſenger to enquire where they are 


ſettled, and cauſe them to be removed, if | 
poſſible, before they are delivered of ſuch chil- | 


dren. 


It is "Br Ws 8 to the Officers, 
to be cautious in giving orders to the Un—

lodging- -houſe-keepers, who harbour all man- 


ner of vagrants, and occaſion great charge 


to the pariſhes ; nor give them to any. per- 
ſon, until the grave digger s and ſearcher's 
ſees are paid, and the cloaths, and other effects 


of the deceaſed, delivered at the workkouſe 
for the uſe of the poor. 


In order the more effectually to guard 


againſt impoſition, the Churchwardens ſhould 


not give any order for admiſſion into the 
workhouſe, or to the Apothecary or Mid- 
wiſe to attend perſons ſick or in labour, 
(unleſs in caſes of great neceſſity) or to the 
Undertaker to furniſh coffins and ſhrouds, to 


or for any perſon who does not reſide within 


the pariſh for which ſuch Churchwardens ſhall 


ſerve; nor ſhould an Overſeer of the poor 
give ſuch orders, to or for any perſon who 
does not reſide within the diviſion for which 
he ſhall ſerve : But this regulation need not 
cxtend to the orders that may be given, in any 
of the above caſes, by the Officers collectively, 


vhen aſſembled at any public meeting; as the 
meſſenger or beadle attending ſuch meeting, 
may be ſent, if neceſſary, to make enquiries 
before any ſuch orders are given.

As the payments to pere on theſe three caution relative 
liſts, amount to a conſiderable ſum, and con- Lene 
tribute greatly to the heavy burthen felt by thoſe ſeveral lis. 
who pay the poors rates, the Officers ſhould 
employ their utmoſt attention and affiduity, 
in preventing an improper increaſe of ſuch 
burthen on the labouring poor, in the main- 
tenance of the idle poor; a circumſtance which 
(thought pregnant with cruelty and injuſtice) 
happens ſo frequently 1 in this country, that it 
cannot be too often brought before, or too [1 
ſtrongly impreſſed on the minds of thoſe who = 
are intruſted with the diſtribution of money 
raiſed by the ſaid rate :—for, under the influ- I 
ence of ſuch an impreſſion, they cannot fail to |

It will frequently happen that many « - £ 

them, when firſt placed on the liſt, may deſerve 
or ſtand in need of ſuch aſſiſtance; but an 

alteration in their circumſtances, (ſuch as leſ- 

ſening the number of their children, or in- 

creaſing their ability of maintaining them) may 

ſoon after render them very improper to re- 

main on ſuch liſt. And, as it will be generally 

found, that perſons who have frequently re- 
ceived money, for which they have not had 

the trouble of working, will not be very will- 

ing to forego the benefit; neither will they 
heſitate to employ impoſition. and artifice, in 

order to preſerve it: therefore, it greatly be- 

hoves the Officers conſtantly to guard againſt, 

and to ſpare no pains in detecting, the artifices 

of ſuch perſons ; and, as circumſtances alter, 


to alter allowances, or diſcontinue them en- 
tirely.
